REMEMBER  WHEN?

It  was  the  year  in  which  the  U.S  population  reached  153  million,  many  of  whom  could 
remember  the  Titanic  disaster  or  the  last  time  the  Red  Sox  won  the  World  Series,  The 
average  salary  was  $3,452.  You  could  buy  A  Kaiser  sedan  for  $2,290.  A  Chevy 
Corvette  might  go  for  $3,500.  A  dozen  eggs  cost  79  cents,  beefsteak  was  $1.15  a  pound. 
A  Crosley  17-inch  television  went  for  a  steep  140  bucks.  A  young  starlet  named 
Elizabeth  Taylor  made  $1,500  a  week.  New  on  the  scene  were  sugarless  gum,  the 
ponytail,  Tropicana  Orange  Juice,  power-steering,  and  Dacron.  Budweiser  introduced  its 
trademark  Clydesdales.  Also  appearing  for  the  first  time  were  JET  Magazine,  UNIVAC, 
and  Pan-American  Games.  A  cartoonist  began  a  strip  based  on  his  son  Dennis,  a  real 
menace.  Telephone  coast-to  coast  direct-dial  service  was  inaugurated.  The  first  color 
and  coast-to-coast  television  transmissions  were  telecast. 

Americans  were  wired  coast-to-coast.  Douglas  MacArthur  was  fired  by  Harry  Truman; 
Yul  Brenner  was  hired  to  portray  the  monarch  in  "The  King  and  I",  Joe  DiMaggio 
retired;  the  Allies  were  mired  in  Frigid  Korea,  lowering  the  temperature  of  the  Cold  Was. 
In  Indochina,  Ho  Chi  Minn  told  his  rebels  to  resort  to  guerilla  tactics. 
A  16-year  old  high  schooler  was  mocked  by  classmates  for  his  hair  and  first  name.  The 
word  "rock"  appeared  on  several  song  titles  -  "Rock  the  Joint"  by  Bill  Haley  and  the 
Saddlemen  and  "Rocket  88,"  produced  by  Sam  Phillips  and  recorded  by  Jackie  Brenston 
and  later  by  Ike  Turner.  Also  charting  were  "ComeoOn-aMyHouse"  by  Rosemary 
Clooney,  with  lyrics,  written  on  a  dare,  by  William  Saroyan,  "Tennessee  Waltz"  by  Pattie 
Page,  "Because  of  You"  -  Tony  Bennett,  "Jezebel"  by  Frankie  Laine,  "On  Top  of  Old 
Smokey"  by  the  Weavers,  "In  the  Cool,  Cool,  Cool  of  the  Evening"  by  Bing  Crosby  and 
"Shrimp  Boats"  by  Jo  Stafford. 

"Jersey"  Joe  Walcott  became  the  oldest  man  to  win  the  World  Heavyweight 
championship  and  Citation,  the  first  thoroughbred  to  win  $1  million.  Bobby  Thomson  hit 
the  "short  heard'round  the  world"  to  win  the  pennant  for  the  Giants,  but  the  Yankees  won 
the  Series.  Other  major  titles  went  to  the  LA  Rams,  the  Rochester  Royals,  and  the  Maple 
Leafs.  "Sugar"  Ray  Robinson  TKO'ed  the  "aging"  Bull,  Jake  LaMotta,  Kentucky  ruled 
in  college  roundball  and  Ben  Hogan  won  the  Masters  and  the  U.S.  Open.  Billl  veeck 
wowed  the  baseball  world  by  signing  a  "little  leaguer"  -  3'7"  Eddie  Gaedel  to  a  St.  Louis 
Browns  contract.  Gaedel,  wearing  number  1/8  was,  later  banned. 
AT&T  became  the  first  corporation,  to  have  one  million  stockholders  and  the  one 
millionth  American  serviceman,  killed  in  action  since  embattled  farmers  fired  the  first 
"shot  heard'round  the  world"  against  the  world's  mightiest  army  at  Lexington  and 
Concord,  fell  in  Korea. 

There  were  654  films  released  with  the  average  ticket  costing  53  cents.  Big  at  the  box 
office  were  "David  and  Bathsheba,"  "Showboat."  And  "Quo  Vadis?"  Bogie  upset 
Brando's  Stanleyt  Kowalski  and  Fredric  March's  Willy  Loman  to  win  the  "Best  Actor" 
Oscar.  Other  winners  were  vivien  Leigh,  Karl  Maiden,  Kim  Hunter,  George  Stevens  and 
"An  American  in  Paris."  Tops  on  the  tube  -  "Your  Show  of  Shows,"  "Colgate  Comedy 
Hour,"  "Toast  of  the  Town(a  really,  really  big  shew)  "Arthur  Godfrey's  Talent  Scouts," 
and  the  brand  new  "I  Love  Lucy"  and  Red  Skelton  and  Dinah  Shore  shows.  If  you  ho  id 


the  secret  woid  on  "You  bet  Your  Life,"  you  knew  a  boid  would  cofrie  down  from  the 

ceiling  with  a  C-note  for  a  lucky  contestant. 

A  newspaper  classified  ad  read  "want  modest  home  large  enough  to  keep  the  bride  from 

running  home  to  her  mother  and  small  enough  to  keep  her  mother  from  coming  to  visit. 

Holden  Caulfield  was  "born"  as  the  "The  Catcher  in  the  Rye"  was  published. 

Also  born  were  Sally  Ride,  Phil  Collins,  Cheryl  Ladd,  Michael  Keaton,  Richard  Thomas, 

Kurt  Russell,  Sting,  Jane  Seymour,  Joe  Piscopo,  Meatloaf,  Steven  Seagal,  Anjelica 

Huston,  Lisa  Halaby  who  became  Queen  Noor,  Lucie  Arnaz,  and  Janis  Ian. 

We  bid  adieu  to  "Funny  Girl"  Fanny  Brice,  Warner  Baxter,  who  won  an  Oscar  for  his 

role  as  the  Cisco  Kid,  William  Randolph  Hearst,  Will  Kellogg  of  corn  flakes  fame,  Eddie 

Duchin,  and  Herman  Hupfeld  who  penned  "A  Time  Goes  By."  We  would  again  hear 

from  Liz  Taylor.  Ho  Chi  Minn,  Ike  Turner,  and  Sam  Phillips  who  would  discover  the 

teenage  boy  whose  hair  and  First  name  -  Elvis  -  were  ridiculed. 

"Anytime"  we  were  told  we  were  "Too  Young,"  we  knew  "(It's  No)  Sin"  to  "Sound 
Off."  "Good  Luck,  Good  Health,  God  bless  You"  -  1951
